When our astronauts of Apollo 8 addressed 
Congress there seemed to be no question about 
our continuing the big spending on the space 
program. We were in a glow of national pride 
over this great achievement. 
'Die United States was the first nation to 
send a manned spaceship into moon orbit and 
bring it back to earth and these were the men 
who had done ii. backed by a great army of 
technicians and billions and billions of dollars. 
But 
in the 
inevitable aftermath 
of 
the 
achievement there has been question about the 
good sense of manned space exploration when 
there are so many needs not being met here on 
earth because of the lack of means to meet them. 
* 
* 
* 
This will In* a question for tile Nixon admin­ 
istration, to determine the priority of claim upon 
billions of federal tax income for space experi­ 
mentation. That the answer will not be one made 
solely on a basis of the totings up of technical 
advances coming out of space flight seems ob­ 
vious. There is a strong involvement of the hu­ 
man spirit in this matter. 
Our great national glow over the Apollo 8 
flight was an acknowledgement of the technical 
genius that had enabled the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration to make tile flight, 
but to an even greater degree the inspiration 
came to us from the gallantry of the spacemen, 
embarking on an unprecedented flight to the 
moon and back when an error or mishap would 
mean that they would he lost in space. 
♦

Our looking ahead to landing spacemen on 
the moon next summer does not signal the l o ­ 
ginning of a colonization effort nor interplane­ 
tary travel for the jet set. 
Science editor John I oar writes in Satur­ 
day Review that human coinage of astronauts 
will be a minor ingredient of space exploitation, 
which will rely instead on scientific methods 
executed by sophisticated technological devices, 
not men. Men will probably do some exploring on 
the moon’s surface, he says, hut it’s an educated 
guess that this phase will be finished in a year 
or so after the first manned landings jus the 
moon is too barren to hold many adventurers. 
If we follow the path that NASA has fol­ 
lowed up to now, he suggests, many billions of 
dollars will be wasted on daredevil stunts fo­ 
cused on the human delight in physical excite­ 
ment.

Ralph T-npp writes in New Republic that 
laymen thinking of the importance of Apollo 
8 ’s contribution to scientific knowledge of the 
moon may forget that our Surveyor I soft-land­ 
ed on the moon on June 2, 1966 and that Sur­ 
veyor V performed chemical analysis of lunar 
soil on Sept. 11, 1967. 
The landing of men on the moon next sum­ 
mer will be Hie greatest spectacular in tele­ 
vision history, but U p p gays a strong case can 
lie made for instrumented instead of manned 
missions, especially in deep space. (Some scien­ 
tists prefer study of Mars and the trip would 
take IOO times longer than Apollo M’s moon voy- 
age.) 
Our technical mastery shown in the Apollo 
8 flight has obvious volue to us in impressing 
our allies and other nations with our defense 
capabilities, lait it is not in the manned spare 
program nor moon-shots that the practical econ­ 
omic benefits of space exploration are proposed. 
The National Academy of Sciences says the ap­ 
plications center on use of instrumented earth 
satellites.

M hen Americans learn the limited value and 
high cost of man in space they may condemn 
the whole space program, says Uipp. who thinks 
such reaction would be very mistaken. 
The I 
S. launched its moon projects for 
reasons little related to science, but tile Apollo 
program has demonstrated that IL S. technical 
resources can be organized in an effective man­ 
ner to focus on distant goals. He thinks the Nix­ 
on administration won’t buy any grandiose plan 
for manned exploration of the solar system and 
that N A SA ’s future must relate it to human 
needs. Our scientists have not Ikmui able to agree 
on priorities in national spending on science, so 
the decision making has moved to Congress.
